Pennsylvania Company Issues Pam­ 
phlet Telling How This Can be Done. 


The 
Pennsylvania company has 
pu blished a pamphlet concerning the 
constru ction of good roads ¡it a low 
cost. 
This su bject has been given 
mu ch attention du ring the past few 
years, and several methods have been 
proposed for the constru ction of good 
roads at a minimu m cost. The Penn­ 
sylvania company is interested in 
improved roads as millions of tons of 
freight which are hau led over the 
company’s lines are moved in wagons 
either before or after the rail jou rney. 
The book let also states that bettei 
roads tend to benefit the entire com­ 
mu nity, and that the company will 
share ¡» lik e with the others in the 
increased bu siness. 
The au thor of the pamphlet, D. 
Ward King has had mu ch experience 
in road constru ction. 
He states that 
it is ¡i mistnk e to pile so mu ch gravel 
u pon the center of the highway that 
vehicles prefer the 
s id es . 
He is in 
favor of bu ilding roads slowly and 
has great faith in dragging. 
He says the formu la for mak ing 
good roads withou t money is based 
on several fu ndamental tru ths which 
have been more or less ignored by 
road bu ilders of the past. 
He su g­ 
gests that when a road has been 
traveled for some time and possesses 
a tou gh, 
hard cru st 
it shou ld be 
dragged in su ch a manner that the 
cru st will not be brok en hu t so it will 
he ¡is smooth ¡is possible. 
When 
this has been done, he believes the 
gravel shou ld be placed on the high­ 
way slowly and the road bu ilt gradu ­ 
ally. 
The drag shou ld be drawn 
over the road as slowly as possible, 
and he asserts that the best time to 
do the work is when the grou nd L-. 
moist bu t not “stick y.” 
His formu la 
lias been u sed in several states with 
mu ch su ccess.

nies. 
The chi« *f purpose of tin* system 
is to check up m anufacturers of notes 
who hav e practically 
no assets be- 
hinti them and the dishonest brokers 
who float these uot« *s. 
When the sys­ 
tem is in full operation the comptroller 
of the currency expects to hav e a card 
index record of all th» * heav y borrow ­ 
ers in the country, which will tell him 
almost at a glance the extent to which 
any indiv idual or corporation’s paper 
is being carried by the national banks 
of the country. 
Th<* system was dev ised at a recent 
meeting in W ashington of a com m ittee 
of national bfiuk examiners.

the now system eW*ry exam iner will 
be instructed to compile and < heck lip 
the commitment of large local ami 
-extended 
borrowers 
In 
his district 
sum m aries of which are to b»* sent to 
the office of tin* comptroller of th» * 
currency. 
The comptroller of the currency ex­ 
pects when the system D establish« * 1 
th a t it will be extrem ely hazardous 
for any dishonest indiv idual or firm to 
seek to borrow from national banks.

Nov. 5.—The examina­ 
tion in New York of a part of the wit­ 
nesses in the action brou ght by Dan­ 
iel B. Sbepp of Philadelphia and oth­ 
ers against Emmett A. Sau nders of 
Sou th Bend, Ind., to recover “reason­ 
able commissions’“ in the m atter of 
the sale of the stock of the Mishawa­ 
ka Woolen Manu factu ring company of 
Mishawak a, Ind., to a sy ndicate head­ 
ed by Samu el P. Colt, president of the 
United States Ru bber company , is in 
progress before United States Com­ 
missioner 
Gilchrist 
in 
the 
federal 
bu ilding. 
The plaintiffs hope to re­ 
cover 5 per cent of the price paid for 
the stock , which is said to have been 
$7,000,000. 
The company was pu r­ 
chased by the sy ndicate in December, 
1905. 
The ac’icn to recover the com­ 
mission* is brou ght 
in 
the United 
States circu it cou rt for the district of 
Indiana, and an order for the exam­ 
ination in New York of certain of the 
witnesses was granted recently by 
Ju dge Holt in the United States circu it 
cou rt here. Ore of the witnesses su b­ 
poenaed to appear was formsr May or 
Hu gh J. Grant, who died su ddenly late 
Thu rsday night. Another, Anthony N. 
Brady , an intimate personal friend of 
May or Grant, was excu sed from ap­ 
pearing u ntil later. 
Samu el 0. Pick ens of Indianapolis 
came on to condu ct the examination. 
It appeared to be Mr. Pick ens's pu r­ 
pose to show the contract between the 
sy ndicate and the United States Ru b­ 
ber company ; in other words, to show' 
that the ru bber company itself was the 
real pu rchaser of the Mishawak a con- j 
cern, which is alleged to have been I 
one of the big 
competitors of the 
United States Ru bber company . 
The 
witnesses developed rather bad mem- j 
cries on the su bject of the transaction, 
j 
bu t some o? them admitted that they 
bad participated in su ch a sy ndicate 
i 
and that they later had received certi- ! 
flcates of stock in the United States 
Ru bber company for their money . 
John B. Dennis, the first witness ex- ! 
mmined. said that he had had a small 
Interest in a sy ndicate that had bou ght 
some company . It w'as his impression 1 
that it was the Mishawak a concern. ! 
He pu t in $50,000, he said. 
He d d not recall what he had re­ 
ceived in the way of certificate or re­ 
ceipt to show’ for the money , or what 
he had received u pon the liqu idation 
of the sy ndicate. 
His confidence in 
Colonel Colt was so implicit, he said, 
that he had not given the matter mu ch 
thou ght. 
John J. Watson, jr., for five y ears 
treasu rer of the United States Ru bber 
company , was the next witness. 
He 
said that he discu ssed with Colonel 
Coir the matter of the pu rchase of the 
Mishawak a company , which he also 
iestified was one of the largest com­ 
petitors of the United States Ru bber 
company . 
The pu rchase, he said he 
regarded as a good investment be­ 
cau se of the earnings of the Misha­ 
wak a concern. 
Homer E. Sawy er, a director of the 
United States Ru bber company , testi­ 
fied that he had been a member of the 
gy ndicate to the amou nt of $20,000, and 
that u pon the dissolu tion of the sy ndi­ 
cate he had received his pro rata share 
in 
United 
States 
Ru bber company 
•took . 
Mr. Ford said he had no k nowledge 
©f the sy ndicate and declined to an­ 
swer as to whether the pu rchase of the 
Mishawak a company had been u nder 
discu ssion at any meeting of the di­ 
rectors of the United States Ru bber 
company .
